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The Battle against the Sea and Rivers by the Dutch 


(Last year in our July/August issue we published part 2 of series of articles about floods in the 
Netherlands and how the Dutch found ways to master these regular events and at the same time created 
more arable land. Editor) 


Creation of new land known as Polders — Part 3. 

The Beemster Polder. 

Lake Beemster was drained in 1612 and covered an area of 7,208 hectares. It was created to gain 
additional agricultural land, provide land for Country Residences as well as combatting regular 
flooding of this low lying area. It was the first large scale attempt at draining water from land. This 
all came about because of improved technology in the use of Windmills. The polder was planned in 
a rational way to ensure each lot measured 180 meters by 900 meters. Five of these lots make up 
one unit measuring 900 meters by 900 meters, and four of these units make a large square. 

The roads and waterways run both East — West, as well as North — South, with homes set along the 
ponds. The short sides of lots are connected by drainage canals and access roads.

A Pyramid. The shape of the building has a 
geometric alikeness to the shape of the polder. 
Besides all the drainage canals and well planned 
roads, the Polder is protected by a Dyke, that 

d goes all the way around the polder as well as a 
MT ring canal known as Beemsterringvaart. The 
roads are lined with trees to give them an Avenue 
like appeal. Several Villages were planned for 
this region and today, these major living areas are Middenbeemster, Noordbeemster, Westbeemster 
and Zuidoostbeemster. Of the Country Residences built in the 17th Century, about 50 were 
demolished during the 18th and 19th Centuries and replaced by farmhouses. However, in some 
places, the formal entry gates remain. Over the years, approximately 40 Windmills were replaced 
by 3 steam pumping stations. Steam power was eventually replaced by diesel and now there remain 
just 2 pumping stations, which are fully automated and electrically driven. 

The Beemster Kaas (Cheese) is a sought after product from this region.

The Purmer Polder. 

Work began in 1618 and by 1622, an area of 26.8 square kilometers was laid dry. The Purmer 
Polder lies between the Towns of Purmerend in the West and Edam & Volendam in the East. The 
Purmer Lake was connected to both the Zuyderzee and Lake Beemster. Because of it being 
connected to the open sea, it was often subject to shoreline erosion through the dynamics of the 
waves and current. The high need for arable land, combined with the high level of erosion, gave 
rise to the need to reclaim the whole area and protect it from further inundation from the sea. Once 
reclamation was complete, it was given to farming families. However, it is now highly urbanised 
with Purmerend being a sprawling urban region with high population density. 


The Schermer Polder. 

Around 800 AD, the Municipality of Schermer was covered in peat. The river Schermer flowed 
through the region. However, because of digging for peat by locals, this river had formed into a 
lake by 1250 AD. It also had an open connection with the Zuiderzee. In the 17th century, private 
investors started to drain the southern part of the lake, leaving the northern part, known as 
Alkmaardermeer intact. The whole area, covering about 47.7 square kilometres, was drained by 
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The Battle against the Sea and Rivers by the Dutch 


1635 and the land was divided amongst the Shareholders. The Schermer polder had incorporated 3 
other polders named Oterleek Polder, Mijzenpolder and Eilandspolder. 


The Wormer Polder. 

The Wormer Polder received its name from the Wormer Lake, which was situated along the fishing 
village of Nek, today known as Neck. This lake was different to the others, as it was fresh water 
and not salt water. It wasn’t subject to eb and flow from tidal movements. The Polder was laid dry 
by 1626 and it created 1,666 hectares of arable land. The region is a fertile farming region and 
many stately villas and Stolpboerderijen can be found in this region. It has no direct connection to 
the sea. It is surrounded by the Ringvaart van de Wijdewormer and is connected to the Zaan via 
“de Braak” and via the Neckerhop to the Noordhollandsch Canal. During the 17th Century, the 
Wijdewormer region became an important Granary for the Zaan district, where shipbuilding was 
an important industry. The region was heavily affected by the storm tide of 1825, when a dike gave 
way and caused flooding in the whole region. Placenames you may recognise include Twiske, 
Purmerland, Oostzaan, Jisp and the famous tourist attraction of The Zaanse Schans. 


yy The Haarlemmermeer Polder. 

Around the 13th Century, Haarlemmermeer 
was in fact 3 lakes. It was situated between 
3 Cities, Haarlem in the North-West, 
Amsterdam in North-East, and Leiden in the 
South. The 3 lakes were Spieringmeer in the 
North, the old Haarlemmermeer in the 
middle and Leidsemeer in the South. 

This area was no different than in other 
areas and it too used to be covered in peat. 
This peat was farmed for fuel and eventually 
the peat areas disappeared causing a large 
water area that allowed the 3 lakes to 
become one. This was assisted by several 
breaches of incomplete or poorly 


In the 16™ Century, the lakes received the name “Grote Haarlemmermeer”. It was now the biggest 
lake in Holland with a surface area of 17,000 hectares. Because of the lake’s wilderness and 
appetite to swallow more land, it received the nickname “Waterwolf”. Many of the surrounding 
villages were swallowed by the ever increasing lake including Nieuwerkerk and Rijk. Even parts of 
Aalsmeer was engulfed by the lake but the bigger portion of the Town remained untouched. On the 
26 May 1573, a battle took place on the Haarlemmermeer between Spanish forces led by Bossu 
and Dutch forces led by Marinus Brandts. These battles were ahead of the famous siege of Leiden 
from Oct 1573 to Oct 1574. 

During the 17" Century, plans were made by Jan Adriaanszoon Leeghwater, as well as others, to 
lay dry the lake. It required 200 windmills to make this happen. However, politics intervened. The 
people of Leiden were upset as they had fishing rights on this lake ever since 1538. The people of 
Haarlem were also upset because they received their income from shipping. Apart from that, there 
was a shortage of materials to build these Windmills and furthermore, little confidence was shown 
in the ability of making all this happen on such a large scale. 

However, it took two storms in 1836 to change the thinking. November 1836, a storm swept the 
water right up to the edge of Amsterdam. Another storm only a month later swept the water almost 
into the city of Leiden. This caused King Willem I to make a royal decree of the 1° August 1837 to 
empty the lake. A commission was given the task of obtaining designs on how to empty the lake. 
These designs suffered delays and it wasn’t until both Amsterdam and Leiden were once again 
threatened by flooding, that some urgency was made in getting these plans off the ground. The first 
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~ spade to build the “Ringvaart” and dike 
was dug in May 1840. The circular Dike 
was 59.5 Km in length and between 0.7 
and 1.7 meters high. The pumping of 
= water would be carried out through 
Steam Engines rather than windmills, like 
the other polders had been. The tender for 
= the steam engines fell to an English 
Company as the Dutch tenderer was 40% 
above that of this English company. In 
1845, the first prototype engine (Gemaal 
Leeghwater) was built near “de Kaag” 
and started pumping water in 1848. In 
1849, the other two steam engines were 
commissioned and commenced their 
EN ja pumping. One near Heemstede called 
The famous Dutch Schiphol Airport is situated inside the Gemaal de Cruquius and Gemaal Lijnden 
Haarlemmermeer Polder. near Osdorp. The lake was finally laid 
dry in 1852. The land sold for 8 million 
guilders but the cost to empty the lake was 14.5 million guilders. The difference was made up 
through taxes over the succeeding years. Many plots of land were bought by wealthy individuals 
who then leased the land to farmers. 
Whilst initially farming was the greatest industry, this changed during the 20" Century when many 
farms converted to glasshouses. Furthermore, the aviation industry had arrived and Schiphol 
airport was located near the North-Eastern border of this polder. There are many factories and/or 
offices of both Dutch and International companies located all around the airport.

Louis Couperus was op slag beroemd met zijn debuutroman Eline Vere 
gepubliceerd in 1889. 

Eline Vere is een Haagse jonge dame die deel uitmaakt van een vooraanstaande 
gemeenschap. 

Alhoewel zij deel uitmaakt van deze goed verbonden gemeenschap en 
deelneemt aan soirees is ze toch eenzaam. 

Ze is naarstig op zoek naar geluk; ze raakt achtereenvolgens verliefd op een 
aantal mannen welke of op niets uitlopen of onbeantwoord blijven, dit leidt tot 
grote teleurstellingen.

e i How did you end up in the 

iz Netherlands? 

I grew up in Warsaw and I met a Dutch 
man there. We lived together for a few 
years in Warsaw and then he got a job 
offer to come back to the Netherlands. I 
had quite a nice job but I thought, OK, 
let’s treat it as a new experience. I always 
knew that I wouldn’t stay in Poland forever. I felt like a bird, you know. I knew there was more to 
explore. Afterwards, we got divorced, but I’ve got a new man now and we have a four-year-old son 
and I’ve been here for 12 years now. 
How do you describe yourself — an expat, lovepat, immigrant, international etc. — and why? 
It’s funny, I really spent the most time on this question because I find ‘an expat’ a little bit too 
pretentious. I don’t like words that put people in certain boxes. What does the word ‘expat’ actually 
describe? Nothing. Telling someone that I’m a mother tells more than I’m an expat. For me it’s 
really a very funny word. While doing the series Samen.pl about cultural differences, we wanted to 
show that we are all different, but in the end, the differences make us richer. It doesn’t matter if you 
are an expat, an international — who cares? As long as you fit in the community, as long as you have 
your own world that you fit into, it’s all fine. Who cares what the reason is behind you coming to the 
Netherlands? I don’t find that this is something we need to judge. Who am I? Pm a mother, and I 
live in Amsterdam. 
How long do you plan to stay and why? 
I stopped planning some time ago when I noticed that my plans have nothing to do with reality! You 
can plan your next month, but you cannot plan your life. I really realised that because, after my 
divorce, I decided to leave Holland forever and I got a contract in Dubai and I thought, OK, this is 
my next step: I’m going to Dubai. Then, on my last day in the Netherlands, I met my current partner 
and decided to stay. You can plan, really, but it has nothing to do with the life that goes on and has 
different plans for you. Don’t plan! 
Do you speak Dutch and how did you learn? 
Yes, that was the first thing I did in the Netherlands. I went on a [council] course that, as a new 
Citizen, I could attend for free. So I went and I learned Dutch. But I have a problem with Dutch 
because, no matter what, I will always speak English more naturally. Somehow, when I build a 
sentence in Dutch, I feel like I’m building it from the back, from behind. If I meet a person who 
doesn’t speak a word of English, trust me — within ten minutes, I’m a fluent Dutch person, but when 
I meet someone who I think might speak English, there’s no way I’m going to speak Dutch to them! 
What’s your favourite Dutch thing (think cheese, a bike, an umbrella) and why? 
An agenda [diary] is my favourite Dutch thing. In Poland, I never had a single agenda in my life. 
Eastern European people are more spontaneous. We don’t plan. We have everything in our head that 
has to be done. The spontaneous birthday party, you can still organise in Holland, if you like. If you 
don’t have Dutch friends, it works. But Dutch friends will not come because it’s today — you didn’t 
plan it! I really appreciate an agenda because it makes your life easier. But Dutch people exaggerate

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the meaning of agendas in your life because they really put everything in their agenda, from going to 
the toilet to planning to visit their mother. Why would you put things like this in your agenda? But 
apparently, Dutch people cannot live without one. 

How Dutch have you become and why? 

I notice that I have become Dutch when I’m in Poland and I smile at people without a reason. Then 
they ask me: ‘are you trying to sell something?’ We are not used to that. It comes of course from our 
history. If we don’t have a reason, we just don’t smile — it’s an additional muscle movement. 
Somehow, Dutch people have this smile built in. When I go to Poland and I smile, they don’t know 
if Pm sick in the head or something! Go to Poland and walk on the streets and you will notice three 
things: Polish people are quiet — here everybody talks so loud, in my opinion. Another thing is it’s 
clean. A lot of people are surprised by that, like we are a third world country or something. And 
another thing is that people don’t smile at all. These are the things that surprise you when you come 
here and see the difference. But one thing will never change and that is; if I ask you how you are, I 
really want to know it. That is very Polish. It’s not a ‘how are you?’ culture. We just say ‘hello’. So 
if I ask you, I really want to know that your hamster died, I want to know all the details... 

Which three Dutch people (dead or alive) would you most like to meet and why? 

I will go with sports people because I am sport freak. I’ve been playing volleyball for thirty years. 
The first person would be the footballer Johan Cruijff because I live in Amsterdam and I can see the 
Johan Cruijff ArenA from my window. And also because, when I left Poland, Johan Cruijff and Leo 
Beenhakker — my second choice — were two Dutch names I knew. Leo Beenhakker, because back 
then he was the Polish national football coach. My whole knowledge of Holland was based on what 
I knew about these two guys — that and tulips. Because of Samen.pl, the third person I would love to 
meet is Paul Verhoeven, the Dutch director and screenwriter. Maybe he could teach me how to do it 
properly. He made Robocop and Basic Instinct. I would love to meet him so he could give me some 
tips. If you watch Samen.pl from one episode to another, you can really see it’s getting better 
because we are all learning how to do it. 

What’s your top tourist tip? 

It’s quite a shame actually, because I treat the Netherlands as my home now. I’ve seen quite a lot 
because I also lived in The Hague for seven years, but I’m not a tourist and I really never treated 
Holland as a tourist destination, so I would be the worst tourist guide ever. But I could give a tip 
about Latin parties in the Netherlands, I swear I know them all. I would be a good Latin parties 
tourist guide. In The Hague, there’s La Bodeguita, and there’s a very nice mid-week party in the 
Westergasfabriek in Amsterdam called Summer Breeze. That’s the nicest party in the Netherlands, I 
think. 

Tell us something surprising you’ve found out about the Netherlands. 

Western countries should be developed, but people’s minds are not always that developed. Garbage 
in the streets, for example. I find it very often [in the Netherlands] and it bothers me a lot. I cannot 
understand why it seems so difficult to throw something in the garbage bin, and this is something 
which really shocked me in the beginning. I’m not saying that you can eat off the street in Poland — 
you will always find someone who does drop litter, of course, but in general, it’s much cleaner. 

If you had just 24 hours left in the Netherlands, what would you do? 

What do you think? I would go partying! A salsa party! I’ve travelled to many places because of 
volleyball, and I’ve seen many, many parties, but I really think that the Netherlands has some of the 
best Latin parties in Europe. I love the fact that the Netherlands is so multicultural and the Latin 
parties are there for this reason. For me, the fact that you come from another country is a reason to 
be curious. I’m really so curious about everything you experience here in the Netherlands. I really 
want to know it all. It’s not a reason to hate someone because they are different, but I also show in 
Samen.pl that there are some Polish people who think like this. That’s not the way we should think 
nowadays. It’s Middle Ages thinking. If we don’t learn from one another, we will always be 
separated somehow. You might be different, but this is just a reason to learn something new. These 
differences can unite us, actually.

The SINS Village of Zoutkamp 


Zoutkamp i isa Village i in Province of Gronigen, the 
Netherlands. It is located on the edge of the ”’ Lauwersmeer 
National Park”. It is adjacent to a spacious lake, waterways 
and of course it is close to the Wadden Sea. 

The Lauwersmeer National Park has beautiful nature a areas 
and starts at the edge of the Village. m= =. 
Zoutkamp has become an important ' 
tourist destination, but it is really a fishing | 
Village, which is famous for its shrimps, 
fried schol (plaise) and smoked eel. 

The village has only1,230 inhabitants. 


History: 

Zoutkamp was first mentioned in documents in 1418 as Soltcampum. 
Its first inhabitants might have been soldiers. Its name refers to salt and f 
field, which probably means that it was a place for salt production. The Dutch love 
The Spanish fortified the Village during their 80 years war with the Dutch. their smoked Eel. 
During the 17th and 18th century fishermen started to settle in Zoutkamp. In 1828, a 
harbour was constructed and in 1882, the fortifications were demolished and the military 
function of Zoutkamp ceased. 

In the 1950s, there were calls to close the Lauwerszee, the bay on which Zoutkamp was 
located. As part of the Zuiderzee Works, it was decided to built a dike between Friesland 
and Groningen and turn the bay into the well known Lauwersmeer. (Louwers Lake)

Tourism: 

Southkamp is a popular tourist destination with lots of HCD NÓn and attractions. 
In the harbor, as well as in the Village, there are the 

cozy terraces where you can enjoy good food as well 
as a good view across the water and enjoy the rustic 
atmosphere. Zoutkamp still exudes the atmosphere 
of past times, with its monumental locks. For water 
sports enthusiasts, there is in Zoutkamp plenty to do. 


Schelleviskoppen (Haddock heads) and shrimps: 
Zoutkamp has been a fishing Village since the late 
Middle Ages. First the fishermen fished mainly on fish, such as haddock and herring, where 
also the nickname for the inhabitants of Southkamp originated from: ”Schelleviskoppen”. 
With the arrival of the first steam trawlers, the fishermen used these to catch shrimps. 
Increasingly larger trawls could be used and shrimp catches grew and so did the prosperity 
of the Village. Presently there are more and more skippers coming back to Zoutkamp and 
once a year the entire Zoutkamper fleet will be there during the traditional Flag Days.

Events: 
Every year, at Easter, there is a big festival atmosphere with a funfair, music festival, Flag 
Day and according to tradition, the new shrimp Queen is also crowned. 


Flag Day has been held in Zoutkamp for many years. The entire fishing fleet is decorated 
with flags, for a fleet review. It is one of the few days, when all ships are in port at the same 
time. During the event, the most beautiful ship will be awarded ihe Queen's ship 
designation. Its skipper has the honor of collecting 
that year's Shrimp Queen and her household. 


The Shrimp Queen must meet a number of 
requirements. She must be born or live in Zoutkamp, 
be between 27 and 35 years old (but this is handled 
with some flexibility), have an affinity with fishing 
and finally not be shy and must be eloquent. The 
latter because when she returns with the Queenship, 
she has to give a speech about the shrimp catches in 
the past year and the future prospects of the industry.
